Negligence on the part of owners of 


dogs in not keeping them xip or muz- 
zled may result in a wholesale slaugh- 
ter of the canines, Chief of Police 
Ridgdill warned Friday. 


"It is not our intention to deliber- 


ately kill anyone's dog—but must have 
co-operation from the citizens of Hope 
during the mad-dog scare here which 
has resulted in several persons being 
bitten. 


"We have killed several dogs lately 


that .were suspected of having rabies, 
and will continue to kill them if sus- 
pected to be mad. 


"Some of the owners of dogs have 


had them vaccinated and have brought 
us certificates showing that they have 
taken precaution. 


"Other owners have paid no atten- 


tion. Their dogs are still running loose 
and are a menace to the general pub- 
lic, especially when more than a dozen 
dogs are known to be infected with 
rabies. 


"This is a warning that dogs must 


either be kept up, muzzled or vaccin- 
ated," the chief said.

ficd as of 565 A. D.,- tho first year of 
Emperor Justin II. It recorded wheat 
land transactions.

fragments, In Latin and Greek, have 
been uncovered, relating to the fourth 
book of Virgil's Aeneid.

Money In Poultry 


She keeps between 50 and 75 hens 


and says her eggs and surplus chick- 
ens usually bring good prices. 


"In summer the gardens mid the 


peach, apple and fig trees add to my 
income," she continues. "Some of the 
fruit and vegetables arc sold to my 
milk and butter customers." 


In support of her theories the "lady 


farmer" points to a bank account suf- 
ficient to finance her business through 
the harvest season.
